She Originated Women’s Claps and 
IS-an Author and Composer, 

Sirs, Constance Faunt Le Hoy Run- 
cie of St. Joseph, Ind., though in her 
sixty-sixth year, possesses the Intel¬ 
lectual ability of a young woman and 
enjoys the distinction of being not only 
an author and musical composer, but 
also the organizer of the firgt woman’s 
club in America. 

When Mrs, Runcle returned to Indi¬ 
ana after pursuing studies abroad, she 
was^rwenty-two years old, and a club 
for women was something unheard 'of, 
But with her peculiar Inventive genius 
She gathered the women about her and 
organized a thoroughly equipped club, 
which she called the Minerva club. 
And this initial club, founded in 3.859, 
had for its purpose, as the usual wo¬ 
man’s club has today, the intellectual i 
and social advancement and improve- J 
ment of womankind.

A* Ohio Flan—Very Convenient la 
Carina For Cattle. 

The diagram shows the arrangement 
of a new stable and silo built with a 
View to convenience in feeding and car- 
fng for cattie.-of which a corresponded 
has the. following to say in the Ohio 
Farmer: , • 

The stanchions, instead of running 
lengthwise of the stable, as is the usu- 
alplan, are placed in rows at right an¬ 
gles across the stable, but leaving a 
space on one side for a walk. On the 
side of the right angles next to the 
walk are the stanchions and. manure 
gutters. * On the other side are the 
mangers, feed alleys and shoots for 
feeding hay and silage and feed bins 
Undex- the walk is a mauure vat made 
of matched pine plank,*and the gutters 
are so arranged that the manure can 
be pushed along into the vat withoui 
lifting it. 

At one end of the vat if is so arrang. 
ed that a wagon'can be driven under it 
and loaded by hitching a team to a 
scraper made to fit in the vat and draw 
the manure to the end where the wag¬ 
on stands under it, when it drops down 
into the wagon. By this arrangement 
there fs no lifting of the manure to get 
it into the wagon, as it is pushed 
along the gutters into the vat and then 
scraped out by horse power.. The ma¬ 
nure vat is covered with trapdoors 
mude of plank and in sections so that 
they can be lifted up. This space over 
the vat makes the alley where the 
cows are driven in the stable. 

^! ie J arn is a thr ee story building, 
with the bays for hay over the stable 
so the hay can ail be pitched down 
the shoots into the feeding alleys. The 
silage can be pitched out of the silo in¬ 
to a truck which is run along the feed¬ 
ing alleys when feeding the cattle. As 
to economy of space, with this arrange- 
ment of stanchions about thirty-five 
cows can be kept in a stable SO by 50 
feet, while with the former arrange¬ 
ment thirty cows were kept in the sta¬ 
ble. 

A round or tub silo was built on th6 
outside of the bam next to the stable.

The foundation and bottom of the siic 
were made of stone and cement. The 
dimensions of the silo are 20 feet 
high and 15 feet in diameter. The 
sills are made of two inch plank, cui 
in short pieces and laid, double and 
spiked together, but first cutting them 
so they will form a circle. The tot 
plank was notched every foot to. hold 
toe end of the studding resting on it, 
The studding of 2 by 6 scantling, 10 
feet long, were spliced by lapping them 
and spiking them together. These were 
set up one foot apart and the bottom of 
ea<ih one securely spiked to the sill and 
held in place by stay lathing them un¬ 
til the boards were nailed on. 

Hardwood boards three-fourths of 
an inch thick were bent so they could 
be nailed horizontally around toe stud¬ 
ding, then thick building paper was put 
on, and then another thickness of 
boards was put on in the same way, 
thus double boarding it, with paper be¬ 
tween the boards. The silo is so close 
to toe barn that it was covered by aD 
extension of the barn roof over it and 
in this way attaching the silo to the 
barn. Several openings were made in 
the side of the silo, with doors on the 
Inside fitting tightly over them. A 
shoot from these openings carries the 
ensilage to the stable below.

Uses 1,500 and 2,666 pounds of com¬ 
mercial manure per acre.”

Catting Off Stubs Daring tlte Grow¬ 
ing Season of July or Angnst. 

Buds put on last August or Septem¬ 
ber, if growing, should now have the 
stubs cut off. The stub is the three 
inches or so of the stock left above 
the bud when the top of the stock (the 
young tree that received the bud) was 
cut off in spring. This leaving of two 
or three inches of the stock above the 
bud helps the latter in starting to 
grow. Some leave no stub, but cut off 
the top even with the bud in sprin" 
Tins saves labor, but the bud is not so 
certain to grow, and the wound does 
not heal so well as when there is a sec¬ 
ond cutting in July or August. 

The cutting Is not difficult if the 
stub is half an inch or less In diameter, 
but care is required to avoid cutting ’ 
the bud. The cut, as will be observed? i 
is made on the side opposite the bud , 
and should be slanti*g, about forty- ( 
five degrees. A sharp knife a'ud a 
steady hand are Accessary,; otherwise r 
the knife may slip or the point of the f 
knife may not come out soon enough, « 
and the bud will then bo cut oil and t 
all the previous labor lost. .

Proposed Model of the Holy City for 
the World’s Fair,—Favored by 
a Stage Secretary of Sun¬ 
day Schools. 

The Rev. E. Morris Fergusson, 
general secretary ot the New Jer¬ 
sey Sunday School Association 
writes as follows to the World’s 
Fair authorities concerning the 
proposed model of Jerusalem for 
the Exposition of 1904:

respect cannot be gratified, will 
learn with.enthusiasm tliat a min¬ 
iature Jerusalem, a faithful like¬ 
ness of the real, awaits them at St. 
Eouis as one of the reasons for at¬ 
tending your Exposition. To 
thousands this will be the deter¬ 
mining point.” 

“I know the Sunday school work 
well, both in my own field of New 
Jersey and throughout the Inter¬ 
national field. I am sure that you 
will make no mistake in counting 
on the International field. I am 
sure that you will make no mis¬ 
take in counting on the lively in¬ 
terest of Sunday school workers, 
provided the exposition of Jeru¬ 
salem is large enough and complete 
enough to be a worthy substitute 
for an actual visit to the Holy 
City. Give ‘them the twenty 
acres, if it can possibly be done.”

Taylor, pastor of Central Baptist 
church, Brooklyn, N. Y. He 
writes : “I have seen the article re¬ 
lative to the proposed plan to have 
the City of Jerusalem represented.

not been done before. A World’s 
Fair ought to seriously consider 
the idea of placing before the peo¬ 
ple the City which has had the 
most wonderful history in the 
world.

3 pounds copper sulphate. 

6 pounds lime. 

50 gallons water. 

This is known as the 3-6-50 formula. 
Some experimenters have also recom¬ 
mended the following for peach foli¬ 
age: 

(a) 2—2—50 formula (Cornell Agr, Exp. 
Sta, Bull. ISO). 

(b) 3—3—50 formula. 

The latter contains three times ns 
much lime as copper sulphate.
